Election/Restriction 
Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-11, wherein the species 
is Cl-Si- MCM41 , in the replies filed on August 7, 2006 and April 4, 2007 is 
acknowledged. The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

It should be noted that the examiner requests clarification of the designation of 
the elected species as a "metal oxide". The elected species would appear to be a 
mesoporous zeolite-type material, not a simple metal oxide. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
US 6,437,1 91 to Choudhary et al. 

Choudhary et al. Disclose Si-MCM41 that is treated with compounds containing 
halogen. Accordingly, the instantly claimed solid catalyst is anticipated by this 
disclosure. See particularly columns 8-10. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
6,383,966 to Han et al. 

Han et al. Impregnates siliceous MCM-41 with titanium halide to produce a 
catalyst. Residual halide remains on the intermediate product. See column 5. This 
teaching anticipates the herein claimed partially halogenated solid catalyst. 

Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
US 6,459,000 to Choudhary et al. 

Choudhary et al. Disclose MCM-41 supports. They are complexed with metal 
oxide materials that are partially halogenated with hydrogen halides. This disclosure 
anticipates both the instantly claimed composition and the method for the production 
thereof. See particularly columns 2 and 3. Note this reads on both the elected MCM 
species and the metal oxide embodiments.
